The Chinese Bill. 
W a sh in g to n , May 5:b.—Considerable dia 
appointment is expressed in Pacific Coast 
circles this evening that President Arthur 
did not take action on the new Chinese bill 
to-day, and there is much comment of an 
unfavorable nature upon the announcement 
that it will be further considered by the 
Cabinet Council next Tuesday. Delay and 
postponements of this kind very naturally 
give rise to uneasines - in regard to the fate ct 
a itrorgly controverted measure awaiting tbe 
President’s approval, and in view of Arthur’s 
veto of the former Chioese bill, there are 
of course special grounds for mistrust concern­ 
ing bis action upon this measure. It should 
be borne in mind, however, the bill was not 
officially sent to him until this morning ; 
that several other matters required immediate 
attention ; that Attorney-General Brewster, 
whose opinion would naturally be desired in 
a Cabinet consultation on any such subject, 
was not in town to-day, and, above all, that 
President Arthur is partially inclined to pro­ 
crastinate his decisions on all important 
questions. 
fhe Morey Letter Onre More—** Uuntlng 
the Rascal Dona.** 
W ashington, May 5th.—It appears prob­ 
able thai "Colonel” Horatio Hercules Had­ 
ley, who acquired notoriety during the last 
presidential campaign as Secretary of the 
Hancock Republican Club in New York, 
will soon emerge from his obscurity again, 
and engage public attention, for a short time 
at least. 
For the last eighteen months, 
" Hunt the rascal down ” has been John I. 
Davenport’s motto, and he has been unwea­ 
ried in his efforts to discover the author of the 
Morey letter forgery. More than a year ago 
certain information furnished to Davenport 
led him to believe that if be would. Colonel 
Hadley could give some valuable information 
on this subject, and it appears that Daven­ 
port has persistently followed ever since the 
c ue thus obtained. It is now learned from a 
trustworthy sourca that Davenport has suc­ 
ceeded in inducing Hadley to divulge what he 
knew about the matter, which is a good deal. 
Among the facts thus obtained is one that 
the forgery was concocted in the Hancock 
Republican Club. Hadley, it is understood, 
ha* also dLcl >sed the manner in which the 
letter was placed in possession of the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee.

Geological study seems to indicate that 
the entire earth was once in a state of 
fusion, and that the crust was formed by a 
gradual cooling from the surface inward. 
'Rie cruet could not have differed greatly 
at first from the solidified lava of volcanic 
regions, and it was undoubtedly incapable 
of affordiog nutrition to plants, 
bince 
■oils are m ale up of finely-divided par­ 
ticles of rock, it is evident that the first 
step toward the formation of a soil as a 
medium in which plants should grow, was 
the decomposition and pulverization of this 
igneous matter by physical and chemical 
forces. 
The causes which have produced 
these results are great, although the re­ 
sults of their action duriog one of our gen­ 
erations are not to strikingly apparent. 
If, 
however, we take into consideration the 
mass of the earth which has remained un­ 
influenced by these agents of soil manu­ 
facture, their action has been infinitely 
small. 
This insignificance can only be 
realized by comparing the average depth 
of the soil, which may be measured even 
in feet, with the diameter of the earth, so 
that the soil is in reality only a thin coat­ 
ing of dust over the earth’s snrface. 
The 
formation of soil from rock has been 
brought abont, (1) by results of changes of 
temperature ; (2) by the action of moving 
water and ice ; (3) by decomposition in­ 
duced by the chemical action of air and 
water ; and (4) by the influence of 


ANIMAL AND VEGETABLE fllFE. 
It is a well known fact that by heating 
we increase the volume of almost every 
body, and that by cooling we decrease its 
volume. 
Just so the earth's crust must 
have been expanded while in the molten 
condition. 
W hen it began to cool a 
gradual shrinkage took place. 
One effect 
of this contraction would have been a sub­ 
sidence of portions of the crust and a 
wrinkling of other portions, thus produc­ 
ing on the one band sea-basins and valleys, 
and on the other mountain ranges. 
This 
would have been followed by a cracking or 
Assuring in many places of the crust itself. 
During this contraction and shrinkage, to­ 
gether with the weight of superincumbent 
material, immense weight was brought to 
bear upon the lower strata of the crnst 
with the formation of laminated or slaty 
rocks. 
Thus we see that the first changes 
of temperature exerted an immense influ­ 
ence in the breaking np and final pulveri­ 
zation of the surface of the forming crust, 
and in the forming of many of the different 
modifications of rock. 
Besides this direct 
influence which the change of temperature 
has had upon the earth’s crust, it haB been 
the indirect cause of other or beneficial 
changes, 
la the rending action of freezing 
water, force is exerted which can hardly 
be realized. 
In the change from the 
liquid to the solid form, the volume of 
water increases six to seven per cent. The 
water of rains soaks into and fills up the 
innumerable cracks and crevices of rocks 
and hillsides, and with the lowering of the 
temperature this water freezes, expands, 
and tears open and bursts off immense 
masses of rock and earth. 
In cold coun­ 
tries the effects produced by this ever- 
acting agency of freezing water are stu­ 
pendous, while in more temperate regions 
its results, though invariable, are not so 
marked. 
The action of freezing water 
separates particles of rock from the com­ 
mon mass quite as effectually as where the 
w ater can find its way into larger aper­ 
tures. 
Masses of granite may be split by 
drilling rows of holes in it, filling them 
w ith water, and allowing the water to 
freeze.

Does more to perceptibly change the ap­ 
pearance of the earth's surface than aDy 
other cause. 
Although not familiar from 
experience with the glacial action of ice, 
we all know that immense masses of earth 
and rock are cemeDted up in the moun­ 
tains of ice which fill the Arctic regions ; 
and that as the action of the sun and con­ 
tact with warm currents meet these masses 
of ice, they deposit their burdens, which 
may have been transported hundreds of 
miles. 
The amount of detritUB deposited 
by these means is slight compared to the 
masses which have been moved by the 
glacial action of ice. 
The seemiDgly mo­ 
tionless ice fields—in reality frozen rivers 
—which are formed far above the line of 
perpetual snow, move by a slow, inter­ 
m ittent motion down toward the “ no 
frost line,” which, once reached, they 
proceed to melt away, and disappear in 
numerous miniature rivers, which hurry 
along in their rush toward the sea. 
Begin­ 
ning at the summit of some high moun­ 
tain, the embryo glacier descends slowly 
by its own w eight; continually meeting in 
its course banks of snow and ice which are 
impregnated with masses of rock and min­ 
eral matter from the hillsides and cliffs, it 
steadily adds to its own bulk till there are 
often glaciers of a mile in depth and carry­ 
ing millions of tons of foreign matter to 
the regions below. 
The middle of the 
glacier, moving more rapidly than the 
eides and bottom, grinds up, by their mu­ 
tual friction, the rocks and stones im­ 
bedded in it. 
The moving mass of ice 
carries everything before it in its slow mo­ 
tion, until reaching the warm temperature 
of the lower slopes, when it melts away 
and deposits its mass of mud, gravel and 
rock upon 


ITS LAST RESTING FLACK, 
W here they are in turn taken up by the 
running waters and transported to their 
destination. 
It would seem as if nature 
would refuse to supply our rivers with 
water sufficient to keep them daily pouring 
their billions of gallons of water into the 
sea. 
Change of temperature, agiin, is the 
agent by whose efforts much of therequsite 
water is supplied to the sources of the riv­ 
ers. 
It is through its action that a contin­ 
uous transfer of water from the lower to 
the higher altitudes is maintained. 
The 
mountain tops and high table lands are 
colder than the vallejn below ; hence clouds 
r i water vapor are continually passiDg from 
the lower to the higher regions, where, 
coming in contact with the cold strata of 
air, they arc condensed and fall as rain or 
snow. 
In these mountains are thus begun 
the rivulets which are to end in teeming 
Mis8issippis and Amazons. These mountain 
streams cut and wsar their way into even 
solid rock, and wear out channels for 
thamsclves against whose sides and bot­ 
toms are effectually ground inte every grade 
of fineness the rocks and bowlders which 
are carried along by the waters in their 
rapid descent. 
The channel, too, is con­ 
tinually worn and ground off, and cliff and 
banks are by the action of rain and frost 
burst off and overturned into the stream. 
The grinding and scouring effects of bed 
and contents are mutual, and the channel 
is soou eleared of aoy inequalitiss, and is 
constantly being increased la size. 
Rocks, 
bowlders, gravel and sand are deposited 
successively as the velocity of the current 
slackens, and the river reaching its settling 
place has only fine silt and sand left in sus­ 
pension. 
Even when the rocks 
have 
reached the sea they are continuously ex­ 
posed to the friction of the tides and cur­ 
rents, so that the comminution of rocks 
and mineral m atter goes on continually in 
the bed of the ooeau a3 well as on the sur­ 
face of the earth. 


TT1B CHEM ICAL ACTIOtl OF W ATER AND AIR, 
Although acting quietly and unnoticed, 
y et produces effects which, in the aggre­ 
gate, are second to none in furnishing the 
armera’ soil with the necessary inorganic 1 


substances. 
When water combines chemi­ 
cally with a substance we say it is hydrated. 
When you slake lime by pouring water on 
it, yon simply hydrate it. 
The new com­ 
pound is generally softer, occupies a larger 
volume, and is more readily attacked b\ 
atmospheric air than the anhydrous sub­ 
stance. 
Many of the mineral substances 
which were formed under the action of 
intense heat, when subjected to the action 
of water readily take up some water of 
hydration. 
This fact admits of our saying 
that the chemical effect of water on the 
transformation of rockB and minerals is 
undoubtedly quite great. 
W ater owes 
most of its efficiency, however, to its sol­ 
vent power, it being able to dissolve, dis­ 
integrate ami gradually decompose many 
mineral substances. For instance, minerals 
like apatite containing soluble chlorides 
and other soluble salts give them up to 
the action of pure water. 
The solvent 
effects of water depends of course upon the 
amount of surface 
exposed; 
therefore 
finely divided and ground up mineral mat­ 
ter is more perceptibly acted upon by 
water than if it were in masses. 
If feld­ 
spar or common glass be ground up to a 
tine powder and treated with pure water, 
blue reactions will be got with red litmus 
paper, which prove conclusively that some 
of the alkalis have been dissolved out of 
them by the water. 
The solvent power 
of water is greatly increased by the pres­ 
ence of carbonic aii). 
As we have already 
seeD, this acid is almost invariably found 
in considerable quantities in water. 
This 
carbonated water very readily dissolves 
many substances which are totally inso­ 
luble in pure water. 
Limestone and mag­ 
nesite readily dissolve in it. 
It is the 
solution of carbonate of lime which im­ 
parts the “ hardness” to most waters of 
limestone regions. 
“ Chalybeate” waters 
are those holding in solution the carbonate 
of iron. 
Silicates are much more readily 
decomposed by carbonate than by pure 
water. 
CARBONATED WATER 
Having such a solvent power, it is easily 
understood why the water of soda and 
other mineral springs containing much car­ 
bonic acid are so largely impregnated with 
mineral matter. 
Ordinary river and rain 
waters contain a very small amount of car­ 
bonic acid and have a correspondingly 
small solvent power. 
Analyses made of 
rain water have given from S to SO parts of 
carbonic acid in 10,000 parts of water. 
We see, therefore, that the amouut of 
carbonic acid present in rain waters is very 
variable. 
River and spring waters contain 
more carbonic acid, but much of it is in 
combination with bases, as carbonates and 
bicarbonates of the bases, and hence can 
have no decided effect on the solvent power 
of the water. 
For all the absolute amount 
of carbonic acid is so small, yet, being 
spread over a large surface, the aggregate 
result of its action becomes in time very 
considerable. 
Next to carbonic acid oxy­ 
gen probably does more toward the disin­ 
tegration of rock and mineral than any 
other of the atmospheric ingredients. 
We 
have several times spoken of its intense 
oxidizing power, or its great affinity for 
other bodies. 
It is this same active tend­ 
ency to unite with most other bodies which 
imparts to it its usefulness in soil forma­ 
tion. 
The low oxides, and the sulphides 
of many of the metals, are oxidized to 
higher oxides and sulphates which are 
more or 1«bs needed by plants. 
Wherever 
there is an exposed point of oxidizable 
m atter there oxygen does its work. 
The 
constant oxidization on the surface of min­ 
erals and rock helps greatly in their decom­ 
position. 
Although unable to treat it at 
any length here, oxygen plays a very im­ 
portant part in the transformation of all 
kinds cf matter, both organic and inor­ 
ganic. 


THE 
GRADUAL 
EXPOSURE 
TO 
THE 
ELE­ 
MENTS 
Also tends largely to the grinding off and 
breaking up of rocks and minerals. 
By 
the term weathering we mean the exposure 
to the joint influence of water, carbonic 
acid, oxygen and other atmospheric ingre­ 
dients. 
The disintegrating and chemical 
decomposition under Euch circumstances 
are very considerable, and more so apon 
some mineral matter than others, but, ow­ 
ing to the comparatively limited space at 
our command, it would be impolitic to 
speak further of this to the exclusion of 
more important ones. 
The last agent in 
the manufacture of soil from the recently 
cooled down crust of the earth is vegeta­ 
tion, for the gradual 
incorporation of 
vegetable and other organic matters with 
the partly formed soil must have had a no 
inconsiderable influence on its final con­ 
struction. 
It probably took centuries of 
exposure to the action of the other agents of 
disintegration and decomposition before 
there was soil enough to support even lich­ 
ens, moss, and other of the lowest species 
of plants. 
These plants can’t however 
thrive on what seems to be bare rock, and 
they may be found adhering to the sides of 
masses of granite, and even quartz. 
From 
the little nutriment needed by them, they 
are well calculated to initiate the future 
plant kingdom by sacrificing their own in­ 
dividuality and structure for the enrich­ 
ment and formation of a soil. 
The decay 
and decomposition of successive generations 
of vegetable mater gives rise to the humus 
of the soil. 
It is a brown or black mold 
that accumulates on the surface of the soil, 
and is composed of 


DECAYING ORGANIC MATTER. 
Common leaf mold, peat and swamp 
muck aro only different modifications of 
humus. 
Peat is formed by the deposition 
of successive layers of vegetable matter 
under water, and hence out of contact with 
the air. 
Is is almost invariably found in 
marshy places and in swamps. Under such 
conditions of formation the decomposition 
is not 8) complete as when the m atter is 
freely exposed to the air. 
In other words 
the matter has cot been so completely ox­ 
idized. 
This fact is taken advautage of in 
some of the older countries, where the dried 
peat is used for fuel, it being surely a good 
substitute for none. 
Humus aids in the 
disintegration effect and formation of soil, 
mechanically, by its decay, and chemically, 
in the generation of organic acids, ammonia 
salts and nitrates, which all have a very 
decided solvent effect on mineral matter. 
The chemical nature of humus and its rela­ 
tion ^productiveness will be spoken of in 
its proper plaoe. 
Even living plants di­ 
rectly contribute to the soil formation. 
They shade the soil and keep it in a more 
or less moist condition ; and we have seen 
that carbonic acid is exhaled in consider­ 
able quantities from living plants. 
Organic 
acids are formed within the plant structure, 
and some of which escaping, are free to act 
on the soil and its ingredieuts.

A TRIP TO THE 8AX0R AND BOHEMIAN 
SWI: ZEELAND. 


Scenes fiy th e W ay—The Devil's K itc h e n - 
Colossal Rocks—In the Depths — 
M ammoth Bridge.

D resden, A pril 3, 1882. 
To the Bastei ! To the Bastei ! 
Over 
and over again resounded the cry, and still 
we did not comprehend that this reveille 
contained a promise of a glorious revela­ 
tion, afar-reaching panorama of everlasting 
hills and gigantic rocks ; rocks and hills 
that have endured the violence of the ele­ 
ments since the world began. 
Every day 
I am more thoroughly convinced that we 
go through the world with eur eyes only 
half open ; and when we actually do realize 
what we might have enjoyed long ago, but 
for our own blindness and stupidity, the 
prayer rises involuntarily to our lips, “ O, 
let us carry with us ears and eyes for the 
time, and hearts for the occasion !” Now 
at the very sound of the word 


8ACH8ISH BOH M ISC HE SCHWEIZ 
A grand vision of prodigious statues, giant 
forms and fantastic shapes, all with staring 
eyes and outspread arms, immediately 
springs up before our mental view, and we 
are ready to grasp our umbrellas and start 
at the faintest hint of a trip to the Bastei. 
But finally one beautiful day in March— 
one of those days when mere existence is a 
blessing—a party of us did conclude to 
make au excursion into the Saxon Switzer­ 
land. Accordingly, at 1 o’clock we entered 
the cara at Dresden, and were soon en 
route for the Bastei, which is the grand 
culminating point of this wonderful region. 
We found others “ fully persuaded,” fired 
with the same laudable enthusiasm and 
bent on the same expedition. 
Some spoke 
German, some French, some English and 
some American, for in foreign countries 
English and American are two quite dis­ 
tinct languages. 
Following the curve of 
the winding Elbe for abort three quarters 
of an hour, we arrived at Potecha, a little 
village on the left bank of the river, al­ 
though the 
district 
known as 
Saxon 
Switzerland began properly at Pirna. 
We 
passed 
neat 
little villages and towns 
on the way, all putting forth buds and 
blossoms, glad of the Bweet spring-time. 
One especial object of interest was the 


IRRENANSTALT AT SONNENSTKIN, 
Or the lunatic asylum, on a rocky promi­ 
nence at Pirna. 
^his immense castle-like 
building, rising so majestically from its 
solid foundation, with its widely-extended 
view7 of Saxony, looks inviting to sane a9 
well as crazy people ; and we almost felt 
like saying, “ I want to go there, too !” It 
brought to mind the little song in “ Fati* 
uitza,” by Suppe, who says : “ Yon are in­ 
sane my child, and you must to Berlin.” 
But the naughty little boys “ d a rfn ich t” 
(dare not) sing it in the streets, because 
the policemen don’t like i t ; and they im­ 
mediately become interested in a little 
bey who exercises his vocal organs on that 
little song. 
At Potscha we went down to 
the bank of the river, and waited for the 
comiDg of the queer old tlat-boat, which 
silently plies “ from shore to shore.” 
It 
neared the bank, stopped, about a dozen 
passengers embarked, and it pushed off 
again, without any visible means of loco­ 
motion. 
The peaceful flowing river, the 
budding trees, singing birds, grassy banks 
and pretty villages, ail lent their charms, 
as we seemed to drift along with the tide ; 
and we devoutly wished that it were possi­ 
ble to reach that invisible chain underneath 
the boat ( which we heard the boatman de­ 
scribing to a passenger), and indefinitely 
extend this delightful floating down the 
river. But “ end things must, end howso’er 
they may,” and intangible fancies and 
beautiful dreams were soon interrupted by 
a thump of the boat on the stone steps at 
the other side ; and two by two, as the ani­ 
mals went into the ark, we went out of the 
boat, and scrambled up the stone steps to 
the little village of Wehlen. 
This quaint 
little village is celebrated for the remains 
of an old fortress, which was built early 
iu the thirteenth century. 
It is said to be 
one of the oldest on the Elbe ; fortunately 
it escaped destruction, but is now slowly 
falling into decay. 
Just outside the vil­ 
lage, before we commenced the ascent 
proper, wo passed through a narrow gate, 
when presto ! 
about a dozen little, old, 
bent, wizened-faced women appeared. 
So 
like mountain witches did they look, that 
involuntarily we glanced around for the 
broomsticks ; but found only alpine stocks, 
which the poor harmless women wanted to 
sell. 
Already burdened with cloaks and 
umbrellas, we concluded that these would 
prove troublesome comforts. 
Since the 
descent is made on the other side of the 
mountain, and it is always cool in the even­ 
ing, it is absolutely necessary to be bur­ 
dened with these encumbrances. 


THIS SLIGHT DISCOMFORT 
Was soon forgotten, however, for ever more 
and mere delightful became the mountain 
path; grand old rocks loomed up before us, 
cool and inviting mossy banks appeared, 
graceful ferns nodded and waved, perpen­ 
dicular rocks like mighty sentinels stood at 
regular intervals, covered with that strange 
yellow coatiog, which extended almost 
within our reach, and about which Geinitz, 
the scientist, has written so much ; and 
over whose origin the guides love to tell the 
following tale : 
When railroads were first 
built in Germany and only a few post­ 
carriers 
were 
needed, the yellow-clad 
officials met and quarreled over the remain­ 
ing positions ; a great battle ensued, and 
as they beat each other the yellow dust from 
their coats lodged up on the rocks, and lias 
remained there down to the present day. 
However it may have originated, the light 
yellow contrasts beautifully with the dark 
green of the tall tree3, through which no 
6uuny rays ever penetrate, and where 
Birds in their branches high 
Sing sweetest melody 
Hidden from sight. 
Taller grew the trees, darker the shadows, 
loftier the rocks and narrower the paths, 
till finally, with outstretched arms, we 
could touch both the rocky walls at once. 
How quiet and majestic seemed this nar­ 
row way, where “ through nature we 
looked up to nature’s God,” with never a 
sound to distract save now and then the 
ripple of a tiny rivulet, the tw itter of 
happy birds, or the scampering of mount­ 
ain children, who stood for a moment and 
gazed liked scared animals, then took to 
their heels—a cloud of dust, the bottoms 
of little bare feet, and all was silent and 
graud again. 
“ Shall we turn aside for a 
few steps and visit the devil’s kitchen ?” 
asked our leader. 
W ith flittiüg visions of 
California geysers before oar eyes, with its 
devil’s teakettle, witches’ caldron 
and 
devil’s ickbottle, all hissing, boiling and 
seething, we readily assented. 
Bat judge 
of our surprise at finding a dark, cold, 
slimy cavern, only wanting a clumsy toad, 
a great, stupid snail and an ugly, green, 
crawling lizird to complete the picture. 
Three immense bowlders, like the wicked 
ancels, were thrust from their 
homes 
above, and are now wedged firmly between 
the walls of the piss, forming gloomy and 
forbidden canopies ; from these a few cold 
drops of water trickle down the sides and 
drop into a diminutive pool below—noth­ 
ing more. 
Concluding that his Satanic 
Majesty occupies cooler quarters in Ger­ 
many than were assigned him in onr ortho­ 
dox catechism, we turned a w a y from his 
culinary department. 


BUT TIIE HIGHTENING GRANDEUR 
Of the mouDtain-way quickly consoled us 
for any disappointment at the laek of 
warmth experienced in thedevil'a dominion. 
Now and then a formidable rock jutted 
out, and Eeemtd to need only a feather’s 
weight to send it crushing da*a upon our 


insignificant heads. 
“ W hat is man th at 
thou a rt m indful cf him ,” came to ns over 
and over again in the m idst of these in­ 
vulnerable 
m ountain 
fastnesses. 
Soon, 
alm ost hidden by a m ighty rock, we espied 
a spring of clear sparkling water. 
19 there 
any one thiDg more refreshing and inspir­ 
ing to a thirsty, dnsty traveler than to 
come suddenly upon pure, clean, babbling 
w ater? 
T hat poet m ust have discovered 
ju st such a treasure, tlaked his thirst, 
wiped his brow and overflowed w ith grati- 
tue, when he wrote : 
Fair dweller by the wayside high, 
Sweet M int within a raos.-y shrine. 
The tribute of a heait to day 
Weary and worn is thine. 
We almost envied the good little boys 
who sat near the spring, eating their sem- 
mel (rolls) and hard boiled eggs, sweetened 
with this delicious beverage. 
But “ tights 
are not obtained by sudden flight,” so on we 
plodded up the winding road, till gradually 
the rocks bowed their majestic heads, and 
finally the sentinels disappeared from our 
side entirely ; the trees became shorter, 
the path grew broader, and we knew that 
we were almost at the goal. 
Here we 
found a little rustic house, where the in­ 
evitable “ bier” is furnished, with tables 
and seats invitingly placed in the cool 
shade of the trees. 
Near this is a danger­ 
ously fascinating point of view. 
Down a 
dizzy hight, hundreds of feet below, we 
saw the trees, mosses, ferns and rocks iu 
deep dark caverns, while directly opposite 
were castellated peaks, majestic columns 
and huge forms, standing thickly side by 
by side, like a battalion of 


GIGANTIC SOLDIERS, 
While the straight, dark trees against the 
light, rocky shapes completed the fancy 
and supplied the guns. 
German caution 
here, as everywhere else, is observed. 
A 
strong railing is built around this wicked 
point, to prevent rash adventurers from 
yielding to the fascination and venturing 
too far over the edge. 
The light covering 
of moss is exceedingly treacherous, and 
where to all appearances it is perfectly safe, 
one can slide off so easily. 
Here we 
laughed, shouted and sang. 
The faithful 
sentinels on the other side canght up the 
sound, and the s.veet echoes reverberated 
from point to point, till finally, far away 
in the distance, only the faintest whisper 
was heard. 
But this was only a prepara­ 
tion for the grandeur of scene which 
awaited us at the Bastei, the aim and ob­ 
ject of our two hours’ climb. 
Saxon-Bohe- 
mian Switzerland is a district of about 60 
square miles, which lies between Bohemia 
and Saxony, earlier known as the Meissen 
Highlands. 
It embraces the southeast of 
Saxony and the northeast of Bohemia. 
There is a flat rock at the boundary line, 
where you can sit on one side in Saxony 
and go around on the other side and sit in 
Bohemia. 
It is a 
peculiar sandstone 
formation 
elevated 
high 
above 
the 
surrounding country. 
This and a similar 
district found in France are said to be 
the only known districts of the kind. 
The 
Bastei, the chief point of attraction, is a 
colossal rock which rises almost perpendic­ 
ularly 600 feet over the right bank of the 
Elbe. 
There a hotel is situated, furnished 
with stable and restaurant. 
Tables and 
chairs are arranged outside near a wall 
along ODe side of the rock, where you can 
refresh body and soul at the same time. 
The enjoyment of the beautiful panorama 
stretching far out before your gaze is 
hightened by the weird strains from the 
Bohemian band a t your left. 


NEXT IN ORDER 
Ia the grand view from the point of the 
Bastei. 
Here again all danger is removed 
by the presence of a firm iron railing which 
completely surrounds the point, a space of 
about twelve square feet. Here is a place 
“ for thought and not for speech,” and even 
now words come slow to de?cribe either 
the transporting prospect or the accom­ 
panying sensations. 
Far down in the 
depths below, the Elbe “ winds about and 
in and out ” like a beautiful silver thread, 
and up and down ply the clumsy little 
steamboats. 
The banks on either side are 
dotted with tiay villages, between which 
charming little patches of cultivated fields 
are seen, while far as the eyes can reach 
the everlasting hills and rocks rear their 
mighty 
heads. 
In 
the 
distance are 
discerned 
the celebrated points, known 
as 
Schandau, 
Kuhstall, 
Lilien- 
stein, 
Konigstein 
and 
Schneeberg. 
But the lengthening shadows warned U3 
that the descent was yet before us, so with 
many “ long lingering looks behind,” we 
prepared to follow the example of those 
who had gone before, and were now seen 
threading their way among the trees and 
rocks below us. 
Not fir from the summit 
a point juts out, on which nature has pro­ 
vided a sort of round tower, from which we 
looked down upon a labyrinth of caverns, 
trees and isolated rocks. 
Here we longed 
to linger, but time forbade, so en we went 
to the gigantic stone bridge, which is 270 
feet long and 7^ feet wide. 
This bridge ia 
constructed entirely from rock and sup­ 
ported by heavy arches of stone masonry, 
built up from the recesses in the rocks be­ 
low. 
Both sides of the bridge command 


MAGNIFICENT VIEWS. 
At the right is the Elbe and valley, and 
at the left a long 6weep of the Saxon 
Switzerland. 
One immense perpendicular 
rock, with its smooth snrface faciDg the 
bridge and forming a portion of the wall, 
is completely covered with the signatures 
of those who are unwilling that their names 
should perish with them. 
One tablet on 
the rock is sacred to the memory of two 
pastors, Nicolai and Gotzinger, who were 
the tirst to call attention to the charms of 
this delightful region. 
Fascinating views 
met the gaze at every turn during the 
entire descent; true, some were marked 
“ gefahrlich” (dangerous), and a friendly 
rail prevented us from realizing the extent 
of the danger, hut this only increased their 
fascination. 
We pasEed one lonely spot 
known as the “ Rjsenbett,” which ought 
to be designated inspiration point.

In reviewing the life-work of Charles 
D arwin upon the occasion of his death, we 
reviewed chiefly the scientific aspeot of 
his doctrines and discoveries. 
I t is necee- 
eary to a proper comprehension of his 
place in history, however, th a t his influ­ 
ence upon theology and upon religions 
dogmas and beliefs, should be not less 
carefully estim ated. 
T hat this influence 
was of the most im portant character, no 
one who is fam iliar with the world's his­ 
tory during the past th irty years can 
doubt. 
Nor can it be denied th a t it has 
wrought a 
real 
revolution 
in human 
thought, notw ithstanding the resistance 
opposed to it. 
W hen 
Darwin’s great 
book on the origin of species appeared, the 
clergy almost instinctively denounced it, 
and for several years they kept up a drop­ 
ping fire upon it. 
But the work was alto­ 
gether invulnerable to such assaults. 
It 
contained too solidly framed a series of 
argum ents to be dislocated by tho spas- 
trodic efforts of theologians, and it con­ 
vinced the intellectual world alm ost im ­ 
m ediately. 
From that tim e to the present 
Darwinism has been the controlling infla 
ence in science and philosophy, and w hat 
is more, it has been so familiarized and 
brought home to the masses through the 
abundant expository literature which has 
sprung up about it, th at it has completely 
changed the general beliefs in regaid not 
only to the genesis of species and of the 
hnm an race, b at to the growth and de­ 
velopm ent of society and governm ent, and 
the agencies which are most potential in 
prom oting progress. 
I t may in fact be 
said th at Darwinism has revolutionized the 
opinions of the civilized world upon all 
the more im portant problems of civiliza­ 
tion, and th at it has had the effect of de­ 
stroying the credit and credibility of nearly 
all the authorities npon which the churches 
rely for m aintaining their positions. 
A t firtft the antagonism between the new 
doctrines and religion was declared to be 
irreconcilable. 
T hat however was only for 
a moment, before it became understood 
th a t theology could not hope to anathem a­ 
tize its latest enemy out of existence. 
W hen the full force of D arw in’s views 
was realized, the more astnte theologians 
abandoned the hostile attitude, aud m ak­ 
ing a virtue of necessity, affected to ac­ 
cept all the new lights, saving themselves 
by taking the position th a t Theology and 
Science were capable of being harmonized 
thoroughly. 
I t is to be observed th a t Dar­ 
win himself never sought to make any ap­ 
plication of his doctrines as against theol 
ogy. 
T h at was left for the theologians 
them selves to do. 
They could not rest un­ 
til they had convinced everybody th at it 
was impossible for sensible men to bold to 
their dogmas and Darwinism at the same 
time. 
And the result was th a t sensible 
people quietly abandoned the theological po­ 
sitions, and adhered to the scientific ones. 
For when it became a question as to which 
should be discarded, it necessarily followed 
th at the views which rested upon mere tra ­ 
dition, which were contrary to experience 
and reason, and in every particular im prob­ 
able, m ust give way before views which 
were sustained by a wonderful fabric of the 
moat convincing evidence, and which con­ 
sisted w ith the m ost careful and cantions 
observations throughout the historic pe­ 
riod. 
Presented w ith such a choioe, intelli­ 
gent men and women could not hesitate, 
and so Darwinism spread all over the 
world, and Theology became less and less 
credited. 
Of coarse the Church of Rome refused 
to accept the new lights, th a t being its 
traditional and nnavoidable policy. 
The 
only coDsequeDce of this refusal, however, 
has been to widen the gnlf which separates 
Rome from the m odern world, and so to 
dim inish her influence. 
Y et Rome has 
found it necessary to recognize Darwinism 
unofficially, and in her higher schools to 
teach the doctrines of evolution and natural 
selection, as the only alternative w ith 
abandonm ent by a world which will have 
the latest science, and will not patronize 
teachers which cannot give it. 
B ut the 
influence and spread of Darwinism were so 
great and sw ift th a t it soon m attered little 
who opposed the doctrine. 
I t took pos­ 
session of the m ind of the age, and it col­ 
ored and impressed every topic, from th e­ 
ology to legislation. 
In twenty-five years 
it has com pletely changed the standpoint 
of the principal churches. I t has compelled 
them to modify their teachings, to surren­ 
der dogmas which were formerly clung to 
as vital ; in fact it has led to a m ost rad­ 
ical change in theological positions gener­ 
ally, and has so far forced m any of the 
Churches forward th a t it is quite common 
now to hesr views expressed from the 
pulpit which a generation ago would have 
been condemned by the same pulpit as 
rank heresy. 
Darwin has wronght this 
marvelonB revolution in Theology, and it 
is one which m ust in th e very nature of 
the case be a perm anent change, because 
it is due to a profound alteration in human 
beliefs, based npon the production of new 
evidence. 
To-day the position of Theology in rela­ 
tion to Science is rather pleading than de­ 
fiant. 
I t has surrendered so much th a t it 
has very little more to give up. I t has been 
driven one by one from all its strongholds, 
and has at last fallen back upon a vague 
Emotionalism, having no stronger claim 
to respect than an assumed necessity of 
human nature. 
All the old dogmas have 
been pushed from their pedestals by Science. 
The Mosaic cosmogony m ust rank henceforth 
w ith fables and fairy talee, 
and w ith 
it of course m ust descend into the limbo of 
obsolete superstitions the whole cum brous 
and elaborate structure of degradation and 
expiation and all the rest of it. 
D arwin­ 
ism has given the coup de grace to the 
entire syBtem, in fact, and the more intelli­ 
gent Theologians have long since recognized 
this truth, and conformed to it. 
T h at is 
why dogma is no longer preached save by 
the inferior clergy, and why the intellect­ 
ual members of the priesthood have fallen 
back npon a vagne religions philosophy 
b u t 
little 
removed 
from 
Positivism . 
I t is an extraordinary change to have taken 
place in a single generation, and yet there 
are indications th a t in the next quarter of 
a century still more startling innovations 
are likely to occur. 
This, however, is 
D arwin’s 
work, 
and it 
w ill undoubt­ 
edly appear 
far 
more 
im portant 
and 
epochal to posterity than it does to us. 
He may indeed be said to have given the 
coarse and crude religious beliefs which he 
found in existence, their death-blow, and 
to have brought about the evolution of 
spiritual ideas which, w hether they lack 
substance or not, are certainly far more in 


harmony with what ia known of the uni 
verse, and far less open to the charge of 
superstition. 


A CABE 
IN 
FOIHT. 


A recent decision of the Suprem e Court 
of the U nited States possesses a good deal 
of interest for both the advocates and the 
opponents of m unicipal repudiation, and 
shows th a t " th e way of the transgressor 
" ia hard,” even when he m ay think th at 
he has "fix ed th in g s” to suit himself. 
The facts of the case were as follow s: 
The city of New Orleans was authorized 
by the Legislature to issue a series of 
bonds known as the “ Consolidated Bonds 
“ of 1852.” 
Of these bonds about $4,000,­ 
000 are outstanding, and the Southern 
Bank of New Orleans holds $000,000 of 
them . 
For a tim e the city paid its interest 
regularly, but in 1876 the Legislature was 
persuaded to pass a law known as the 
“ Premium Bond A ct,” which prohibited 
the city from levying any tax for the pay­ 
m ent of any other bonds than those speci­ 
fied in the Act, and also forbade the State 
Courts to issue w rits of m andamus to en­ 
force the collection of the prohibited tax. 
The effect of this legislation was to stop 
the paym ent of interest on the “ Consol- 
“ idated Bonds of 
1852,” 
and so the 
Southern Bank of New Orleans, being a 
large holder of these securities, brought 
sa lt in the State Courts to test the validity 
of the “ Prem ium Bond A ct,” and also to 
have the bonds of 1852 declared legal ob­ 
ligations, and to compel the city of New 
Orleans to provide for the paym ent of both 
interest and principal. The State Supreme 
C ourt decided against the bank. 
The case 
was then taken to the Supreme Court of 
the U nited States on a w rit of error, and 
Mr. Justice Field, in delivering the opinion 
of the Court, expreseed himself as follows : 
“ The Prem ium Bond A ct of 1870 is the 
" m ost rem arkable piece of legislation ever 
" presented to this C oart for consideration, 
" amounting, as it does, to the open repu- 
11 diation of the city’s debt. 
Legislation 
" of a State, thus im pairing the obligation 
“ of a contract made nnder its authority, 
“ is null and void, and the Courts, in en­ 
" forcing the contract, will pursue the same 
" course and apply th e same rem edies as 
“ though such invalid legislation had never 
" existed. 
The A ct of 1870 cannot be 
" perm itted to control the power of the 
" city to levy the tax stipulated by the 
" A ct of 1852. 
I t is the judgm ent of 
“ this Court, therefore, th a t the judgm ent 
" of 
the Suprem e C onrt of 
Louisiana 
“ should be reversed, and th a t a mandamus 
" should issue commanding the C ity of 
“ New Orleans, by its proper authorities, 
" to carry out and fulfill, as near as may be 
" under the altered 
circum stances, the 
" provisions of the A ct of the Legisla­ 
" tnre ot Louisiana of February 23, 1852, 
“ in relation to the levying of a special tax 
" to pay the interest and, ultim ately, the 
“ principal, of the rem aining consolidated 
" bonds authorized to be issued by said 
“ A ct.” 


H ere then we have probably the strong­ 
est possible kind of case : in which the 
Legislature had prohibited the levying of 
a special tax to pay the interest, and the 
issue by the S tate Coarte of w rits of m an­ 
damus to compel the m unicipal authorities 
to do their d u ty ; and in which the State 
Supreme C ourt had upheld this legisla­ 
tion, and refused all redress to the injured 
parties. 
B ut directly this bold example of 
repudiation, fortified by all the powers of 
the S tate, is brought nnder the jurisdiction 
of the Supreme C ourt of the U nited States, 
th a t tribunal brushes 
away the whole 
structure of dishonesty and frand, declares 
the A ct of the Legislature null and void, 
reverses the judgm ent of the S tate Su­ 
preme Court, and orders a w rit of mandamus 
to issue, com pelling the repudiating city 
to fulfil its contract in good faith, and in 
accordance w ith the original term s. 
This shows w hat the advocates of m uni­ 
cipal repudiation in Sacram ento would 
have to expect, even if they could get the 
com m unity to indorse 
their 
dishonest 
schemes. 
The caee of Sacram ento more 
over presents none of the points of strength 
which the Louisiana case had. 
W e have 
no law prohibiting us from levying taxes 
to pay onr interest. 
There is no legis­ 
lative veto npon the S tate Courts to pre­ 
vent them from issuing w rits of mandamus 
And there is no ground for supposing th at 
onr State Suprem e C ourt would indorse 
any such high-handed act of repudiation. 
In Louisiana the whole power of the State 
was put forth to enable New Orleans to 
escape the paym ent of its debt, and the 
whole power of the S tate proved unequal 
to the task. 
Iu Sacram ento no such condi­ 
tions exist. There is between this city and 
the operation of compulsory judicial pro­ 
cesses no other barrier than the good faith 
of the com m unity oonstitntes. 
So long as 
we continue to keep our engagem ents we 
are Bafe. 
B ut we should not be safe if we 
undertook to evade them . 
A great deal of nonsense has been talked 
about the city property not being liable 
to execution. 
The rem edy does not lie 
in any such recourse. 
The rem edy lies in 
a w rit of mandamus, to compel the city 
authorities to levy the tax necessary for 
the paym ent of the interest on the debt, 
and against th a t process we have no de­ 
fense w hatever. 
The decisions of the Su­ 
preme Court of the U nited States in the 
New Orleans and m any other cases show 
conclusively th a t there is no hope for any 
com m unity th a t undertakes to im pair the 
obligations of its contracts, b a t th a t it 
will be made to pay its debts, no m atter 
w hat shifts it may resort to for the p ar­ 
póse of avoiding th a t necessity. 
Iu short, 
all th at can possibly come of such experi­ 
m ents is loss of credit and reputation, and 
the creation of a belief th at the repudiat­ 
ing city is in a bankrupt and ruined con­ 
dition, and is therefore altogether ineligible 
for 
settlem ent 
and 
business. 
Sacra­ 
mento has too many reasons for guarding 
her corporate reputation to be willing to 
put herself in the black list of cities which 
have tried to repudiate, and have igno­ 
m iniously failed. 


STATE AND NATIONAL 
ASSISTANCE 


Some of our San Francisco contem po­ 
raries have lately been giving a good deal 
of advice to the valley farm ers who m et in 
the Debris Convention. 
These journals 
express some surprise th a t the Conven­ 
tion did not adopt reiolntions dem anding 
national aid for the preservation of the 
rivers, but a t the same tim e they observe 
th a t State aid fcr such a purpose is out of 
the question. 
This is a very tortuous line 
of reasoning, to say the least. 
Our con­ 
tem poraries at San Francisco oppose State 


aid on the ground th a t the m ajority of the 
taxpayers of the State are not interested 
in the question. 
In the same breath, 
however, they propose national aid, thongh 
it m ust be perfectly obviona th a t if their 
previous argum ent is valid as regards the 
State, it m ust be much more valid as re­ 
gards the nation. 
If it is logical to oppose 
State aid, how can it be logical to advo­ 
cate national a id ! 
California can only 
ask Congress to aid her in this business on 
the ground th a t the preservation of the 
rivers is a m atter of national concernment. 
Bnt if th a t be true, how can it be nntrue 
th a t the preservation of one im portant 
section of the State is a m atter of concern­ 
m ent to all the rest of the State ? 
Onr 
esteem ed contem poraries take the amaz­ 
ing position in this case that the debris 
question has no interest for the people of 
the State, bnt has an interest for the 
people of the whole country 1 
Nor is 
this the only anomalous feature in their 
tru ly eccentric argum ent. 
They claim 
th a t 
it 
is 
not 
right 
to 
tax 
the 
whole 
S tate 
for 
the 
benefit 
of 
a 
locality ; 
yet 
they 
are 
perfectly 
willing 
th a t 
the 
entire 
nation 
shall 
be taxed 
for the benefit of 
th a t lo­ 
cality. 
Is it possible th a t they think to 
escape taxation by this position ? 
Do they 
perchance imagine th a t if Congress should 
m ake an appropriation for the im prove­ 
m ent of onr rivers, California would con­ 
tribute nothing to it ? 
Or is it the esse, as 
has happened, we regret to say, in other 
instances, th a t our brilliant contemporaries 
have not considered the question at all, 
b n t have thought it possible to say some­ 
thing about it w ithout reflection? 
W e 
have no donbt th a t California has the 
strongest possible kind of claim upon Con­ 
gress for relief in this regard. 
W e have no 
donbt th a t a more cogent argum ent can be 
made for her than it has been possible to 
make on behalf of the Mississippi States, 
now apparently about to receive an appro­ 
priation of $6,000,000 for river im prove­ 
m ent. 
B ut we cannot understand how 
those journals which resist S tate taxation 
for local purposes can advocate national 
taxation for precisely the Bame object, and 
we do not thiok they are capable of m aking 
their position intelligible, even to them ­ 
selves. 


KAVEL

PANTOUIUIST. 


W hen Garrick died it was said th a t “ the 
gayety of nations was eclipsed," 
W hen 
Charles M athews the elder died it was felt 
to be a public loss. 
The death of G ri­ 
m aldi was mourned mnch more generally 
than th a t of most statesm en. 
And so the 
announcem ent th at Ravel, the once famous 
pantom im ist, has passed away may awaken 
in the hearts of thousands a feeling of 
livelier regret than in the case of mnch 
more distinguished people. 
For it m ust 
be confessed th a t the world loves those 
who amuse, mnch b etter than those who 
instruct it. 
I t has always been so, and 
perhaps it always will be so. 
The actor, 
the singer, the acrobat, the pantom im ist, 
the clown, are certain of applause and great 
rew ards, if they are capable. 
A nd the 
elder Ravel was in his tim e a master. 
There are doubtless many men in this State 
who rem em ber him and his wonderful 
family. 
They often played at the old 
M etropolitan 
Theater,

a 
curious kind of entertainm ent which was 
a jum ble of English, French and Italian 
pantom im ic art. 
They delighted in com­ 
plicated tricks, in a m ultiplicity of traps, 
in surprising entrances and exits. 
They 
appeared to be invertebrate. 
Every mem­ 
ber of the family coaid tie him or herself 
into knots upon occasion. 
The 
elder 
Ravel was a graceful and expert acrobat 
and athlete, and his 
pantom im e 
was 
wonderfully expressive. 
The a rt which he 
excelled in was truly of a simple kind, 
being more akin to Punch and Ju d y than 
to the legitim ate dram a. 
B ut w hat fun 
there was in i t ! 
How m any scores of 
thousands of grown-np boys and girls as 
well as yonng ones, have sallied forth fall 
of anticipation to see the Ravels in some 
of their sensational pantom im es ! 
And 
how m any of these grown-up girls and boys 
wonld adm it, if they told the tru th , th at 
they enjoyed th a t kind of entertainm ent 
a thousandfold more than the Italian opera 
which they felt constrained to attend, 
bnt 
which 
they really 
thonght very 
stnpid 
and 
inscrutable ? 
And 
after 
all 
it 
was 
innocent 
and 
not 
un­ 
wholesome am usem ent. 
There was al­ 
ways a yonng prince, as in the fairy tales, 
who had a comic servant. 
Then there was 
always a wicked old sorcerer, who nsed to 
perform fearful incantations in a gloomy 
cavern, fall of gruesome things. 
Then 
there was always a Fairy Queen and a 
Bower of Blies, and it all ended w ith the 
fam iliar absurdities of Harlequin, Colum­ 
bine, Clown and Pantaloon. 
Pantom im es 
seem to have gone ont of fashion of late, 
and the Ravels are dead and dispersed. 
B ut we shall not cease to entertain a linger­ 
ing fondness for the ancient purveyors of 
an am usem ent which never Beemed to pall 
npon the public taste, and which was cer­ 
tainly very m nch more harm less than the 
equivocal French plays which are, as it 
would seem satirically, called “ society 
“ dram as,” as though to show how very 
immoral Society can be, w ithout com pre­ 
hending the naughtiness of its conduct. 


NOT 
MUCH 
OF 
AN 
EXlM PLE. 


W e are afraid th a t Italian politicians do 
not study Am erican progress very closely, 
for during a debate on the French Com­ 
mercial treaty in the Italian Chamber of 
Deputies the other day, Signor Blanca ex­ 
pressed the opinion th a t a European com­ 
bination wonld soon be necessary to make 
headway against Am erican im portations, 
and th a t in this way “ the U nited States 
“ would force Europe to disband its stand­ 
i n g arm ies, which would be the means of 
“ giving baok to agriculture and manufact- 
“ urea stalw art men now shut np in mili- 
“ tary barracks. ” 
W onld th a t this vision 
had been founded on fact ! 
B ut alas 1 W e 
who know the dism al tru th are too sadly 
aware th a t Europe will need no combina­ 
tion to m ake headway against American 
im portations while American statesm en and 
voters sustain th a t imbecile fiscal policy 
which shuts her m anufactures out of every 
foreign m arket. 
Europe has nothing to 
apprehend on th a t head as long as Protec­ 
tion continues to be the American policy. 
W e shall do nothing to solve the problem 
of the great standing armies daring the ex­ 
istence of our Tariff. 
T hat potent strangu­ 
lator of onr foreign commerce will operate 
as E ngland’s m ost powerful ally, and her 


m erchants and shipowners need never fear 
onr com petition while we handicap our own 
goods abroad, and give prem ium s for foreign 
suprem acy in commerce. 
Signor Bianca 
has made a droll m istake. 
Am erican man­ 
ufacturers have not and cannot under 
present conditions h u rt anybody. 
The 
European countries which follow our fiscal 
policy are of course in an equally bad 
plight. 
Eügland find* it as easy to beat 
them in trade as ns. 
She goes on extend­ 
ing her commercial em pire while our poli­ 
ticians 
undertake to dem onstrate th at 
“ protection to home industry ” is the one 
great wellspring of national prosperity. 
Should enlightenm ent come to Congress, 
and the tariff be abolished, the situation 
would quickly change. I t wonld then indeed 
become possible for the U nited S tates to 
force Eorope into disbsnding her gigantic 
m ilitary establishm ents, and an era of 
commercial rivalry would be inaugurated, 
fraught w ith the greatest benefits to the 
whole world. 
B ut at present there is very 
little hope of such a change. 
Congress is 
still in “ the bonds of iniquity ” as regards 
Free Trade, and the Republican party, 
while boasting of its superior intelligence 
and its advanced views, clings in this in­ 
stance to a policy whose crudeness and 
fallacy pnt it alm ost on a level, intellec­ 
tually and m orally speaking, w ith Slavery. 


TELLER’S 
INDIAN 
YIEWE 


Secretary of the Interior Teller has been 
telling somebody th a t in his opinion an 
end coaid be p n t to Indian wars if the 
G overnm ent wonld disarm all the Indians. 
Perhaps this is so, bnt Mr. Teller does not 
appear to have reflected th a t in order to 
carry out such > program m e it would be 
necessary for the G overnm ent to provide 
means of subsistence for all the disarm ed 
Indians, and th a t it m ight also be called 
upon to do some disarm ing outside the 
reservations. 
The Indians are no donbt 
very wicked, b u t then they have not had 
the advantages of C hristian civilization. 
Take the San Carlos Indians as an illustra­ 
tion. 
T heir reservation has been several 
tim es cat down because valuable m ineral 
lands were found upon it by prospectors 
who were of coarse trespassers there. 
In 
all these 
cases the Indians have been 
treated as if they had no rights, and at 
length they have come to believe th a t 
whenever a 
new mine is found upon 
their reservation, the tatter will be cur­ 
tailed again. If the Governm ent had played 
such a game w ith w hite men it is perfectly 
Bafe to assert th a t they would not have 
stood it more than once; bnt the Indians are 
expected to p u t up w ith everything, and 
then when th eir patience is exhansted, and 
they go upon the w ar-path, a cry is raised 
for their exterm ination. 
If they were 
disarm ed they conld not revenge them ­ 
selves for the wrongs done them , but it is 
to be feared th a t still less scruple would 
be shown than heretofore, in inflicting in­ 
juries upon them . 
I t is all very well to 
denounce the Indians, b u t the U nited 
States have certainly never tried the ex­ 
perim ent of acting in good faith tow ards 
them, and therefore it is quite impossible 
to say w hat th a t polioy would have pro­ 
duced. 
Oo second thoughts it is not im ­ 
possible to tell this. 
Canada has tried the 
policy, and the result is th a t she has had 
no trouble w ith her Indians for half a 
century or more. 
In Canada they do not 
have to exterm inate their Indians, nor do 
the latter ever go upon the w ar-path. 
A 
careful exam ination of this state of things 
would, we venture to suggest, enlighten 
Mr. Secretary Teller considerably.

-ludge Denson’s ruling in the H urtado 
case, to the effect th a t testim ony goiDg to 
show th a t the deceased had seduced the 
defendant's wife conld not be introduced 
as a justification of the homicide, is a new 
departure, b u t certainly in the line of 
more consistent construction of the law. 
The ruling rests npon the fact th a t the 
Codes contain nothing to w arrant the con­ 
clusion th a t the law regards seduction as 
an excuse for homicide. 
This is perfectly 
clear, and the only way to evade it is by 
th a t appeal to some vague “ higher la w ’ 
which in m urder cases has so often pro­ 
cured the acquittal of defendants whose 
legal guilt conld not be doubted. 
I t is 
certainly tim e th a t an effort was made to 
settle the question as to w hetber the codi­ 
fied laws of the State are the guides of the 
people—of juries as well as judges—or 
w hether in capital cases the Code is to be 
set aside, and the panel is to be invited 
to determ ine the case upon doctrines and 
ideas which find no representation in the 
law. 
Of courae if it shonld prove impos­ 
sible to keep juries to the law and the fact, 
it w ill become necessary to recognize the 
hostility of public opin’’<A to the legal 
doctrine of m urder, and the law will have 
to be modified accordingly. 
B a t in the 
m eantim e it is plainly th e duty of Courts 
to take the position adopted by Judge 
Denson, and to stand upon the statutory 
definition of w hat evidence may be adm it­ 
ted. 
If the " higher la w ” notion is to be 
generally accepted, the Code m ust fa ll; 
but until the Code has been repealed, and 
the “ higher law ” theory has been em ­ 
bodied in legislation, there seems no room 
for donbt as to how the C ourts should rule 
on such points. 


TUB 
CIVILIZATION 
OF CHINA. 


The prevailing ideas 
concerning 
the 
civilization of China are very vague and 
misleading. 
I t seems to have become the 
orthodox belief in this respect th a t the 
Chinese people are very m uch more ad ­ 
vanced than the masses of other countries. 
Even so intelligent a jonrnal as the N ation 
appears to hold this view, for it talks 
about the Republican party “ forcing the 
"S o u th ern w hites to adm it th e negroes to 
" a share in the Governm ent, when they 
“ were in a condition of ignorance and de- 
“ basem ent from which the Chinese issued 
"thousands of years ago.” 
Now here the 
N ation clearly implies th a t it would be 
much less dangerous to adm it the Chinese 
to the suffrage than it was to adm it the 
negroes. 
And in m aking this implication 
we are compelled to say th a t our esteemed 
contem porary exhibits profound ignorance 
of the actual state of Chinese civilization. 
For to say th a t the Chinese issued thou­ 
sands of years ago from the condition of 
ignorance and debasem ent in which the 
negroes were enfranchised, is to m isrepre­ 
sent the facts strangely. 
The Chinese 
masses are in tru th very little, if a t all, 
beyond the negro in civilization, all th a t 
travelers have w ritten to the contrary not­ 
w ithstanding. 
The so-called 
education 
which is universal in China is not educa­ 
tion in our sense of the word, at all. 
All 


th a t is tanght’is a com plicated and moat 
difficult character, which is learned wholly 
apart from ita meaning, so th a t the scholar 
m ay be able to read and w rite w ith facility, 
yet not understand one word of th a t whioh 
is read and w ritten. E ven when the mean­ 
ing of 
the character is 
im parted, 
no 
nsefnl knowledge is gained, for Chinese 
literature consists m ainly of a dry and bar­ 
ren ceremonialism, coupled w ith a system 
of ethics in which th e principles are sm oth­ 
ered by the same formal and artificial 
surroundings. 
As a rule, 
however, the 
Chinese student never learns the higher 
branches of even this unfruitful philoso­ 
phy, and the m ajority of the people can 
only read and w rite in a rude way. 
To 
pretend th a t this is civilization, or even a 
real emergence from barbarism , is to play 
fast and loose w ith language. 
As a fact 
the Chinam an, when his u tter ignorance of 
our language and institutions is taken into 
account, would be a very much more hope­ 
less barbarian to adm it to the ballot than 
the negro was at any time. 
The latter 
could a t least understand English, and 
was fam iliar w ith some of the national 
institutions. 
The Chinaman comes to us 
w ith an entirely alien syBtem of life and 
language. 
On th e whole, and notw ith­ 
standing the "th o u san d s of y ears” daring 
which he has occupied the same position, 
we hold it to be easily dem onstrated th at 
the negro was at the w orst far more nearly 
civilized than the Mongolian masses are 
to-day, or are likely to be for several 
“ thousands of years ” longer.

THE IRI3H QUESTION. 


Discussions In the Rons* of Commons— 
Forster’s Statement. 


Congressman 
Robinson of New York 
has evidently inherited the m antle of the 
traditional eponting W estern politician. 
T he kind of oratory in which he revels has 
indeed ceased to be appreciated in the 
W est, and it is only occasionally in some 
part of the South th a t we come npon 
rem inders of 
the gorgeons and liberal 
type of stam p eloquence of which Mr. 
Robinson is at present the most amazing 
exponent. 
A few days ago he made a 
speech in the House, embellished by the 
following marvelous flight: 
“ W hen I 
“ came here I found the Am erican Eagle 
“ dragged and drowsy, her blood poisoned 
“ w ith political pycemia, her wings w et 
“ w ith the m ildew of monarchy, and her 
“ beak filled w ith Lowell garbage. 
I 
“ roused her from her ignoble slnm bers! 
“ I brushed the dew from her magnificent 
“ pinions. 
I gave her voice to the mnsic 
“ of freedom, and I sent her w ith her 
"m agnificent 
wings 
to 
fan 
the 
tein- 
“ pest and soar to 
the sun !” 
I t is 
very 
fortúnate 
th a t 
Mr. 
Robinson 
should have happened npon the American 
Eagle when she was laboring nnder this 
com plication of disorders; when she was 
afflicted at once w ith pywmia, m ildewed 
wings, a dragged stom ach, and a beak fall 
of “ Lowell garbage,” w hatever th a t may 
be. 
I t is still more fortunate th a t be 
should have known just how to cure the 
noble bird, and th a t his mesmeric hand, 
in brushing the dew from her wings, 
should have instantly relieved all her bad 
sym ptom s, given “ her voice to the music 
“ of freedom ,” and enabled her to engage 
in the ardnons and seem ingly superfluous 
occupation of “ fanning the tem pest.” W e 
are inclined to suspect, however, th a t the 
Eagle was not really suffering from pycemia, 
for th a t is a disease far too sorions to be 
cared by the m ethods of Mr. Robinson. 


A 
CONSTERNATING 
PROPOSITION. 


I t has been proposed in Congress th a t a 
stop shall be pnt to the alleged practice of 
sending arm y officers on pretended dnty to 
the places where they particularly w ant to 
go, and thus allowing them to draw their 
expenses from the Treasury while really on 
pleasure excursions. 
This reform seems to 
have been suggested by the extrem e pro­ 
fusion of the officer elem ent in W ash­ 
ington society. 
I t has often been said th at 
there was great favoritism in the arm y 
regarding W ashington residence, and the 
officers who are always selected for distant 
frontier service and Indian fighting have 
som etim es ventured to rem onstrate against 
the hardships of their lot. 
B ut hitherto 
every attem p t to change the system has 
failed, through the tim ely and jndicions 
exercise of “ influence ” in the proper qnar- 
ter, and we shall be considerably surprised 
if the present m ovem ent comes to anything, 
seeing th a t the aforesaid “ influence ” is as 
strong as a t any form er period a t the na­ 
tional capital. 


CONGRESSIONAL INVESTIGATIONS. 


Quite a num ber of Congressional investí 
gationa are threatened just now. Voorhees 
w ants one, because somebody has charged 
th a t the great whisky bill whioh he has 
been advocating the passage of, has money 
behind it. 
H is colleagues have refused to 
investigate Voorhees, but it looks as though 
they would have to m ake inquiry into the 
genesis of the w hisky bill, and if, as stated, 
it m eans $70,000,000 for the whiaky-men, 
it it quite conceivable th a t there may be 
som ething behind it. 
A nother investiga­ 
tion haB been opened np by Dawes, who 
asserted th a t mem bers were in the habit 
of selling public docum ents to the second­ 
hand book men, and then moving for 
appropriations to buy them back again. 
This again affects the honor of members, 
and seems to call for inquiry. 
But if 
m embers of Congress insist upon an investi­ 
gation every tim e somebody charges them 
w ith venality, we are afraid very little of 
the Bession will be left for the transaction 
of the public business.

Why is it th at peo­ 
ple can be [mind to take the m tncea stand and tes­ 
tify th a t they had known for years the m urderer on 
trial was insaDe ; had always known he w a s" off" 
and “ cranky,” and feared he might do damage, and 
all th at ? Why is it th at these people Bo studiedly 
conceal tbeir knowledge until ajter the crank has 
committed m urder? Why is it that they fail to warn 
society ? Would not the holding of such people re­ 
sponsible for the results of such concealment lessen 
the arm y of cranks and m urderers?

ant was “ cranky,” and several people knew it, 
and all th a t; b ut the man moved in business on the 
streets daily, and all who knew him to be dan­ 
gerous carefully cloaed their mouths.

L o n d o n, M ay 5th,—Forster, In justifying 
the arrest of Parnell, said th at Parnell, U ha 
had been allowed, would have become an un­ 
crowned King of Ireland. 
H e declared the 
proceedings of the imprisoned members had 
been far more dangerous than individual in­ 
citements to outrage. 
H e r a ld th at if all 
England could not govern Parnell, let the 
Government acknowledge that he is the 
greatest power in Ireland. 
B ut he believed 
neither such an admission nor any weakening 
concessions we^e necessary. 
Better even the 
hideous secret societies than paying blackmail 
tO'laW'breakers. [This exclamation was re­ 
ceived with groans, the opposition cheering.] 
Continuing, Forster said the course which 
be had hoped to see pursued was that the act 
of strengthening the criinary law should be 
pressed forward, and then all the suspects 
could be released. 
He feaied the price which 
would have to be paid for the immediate dim­ 
inution of outrages which might be produoed 
by an unconditional release of Parnell, would 
be weakening to the power of any Govern­ 
ment to protect life and property. 
I t was 
true his individual opinions of the proper 
course to pursue were opposed by his thirteen 
colleagues, one of whom held opinioi a so 
strong that it was impossible for him to ap­ 
pear there, and not acknowledge them. 
Forster concluded by referring to the pain 
with which he quitted the councils of the 
party, the principles of which, he said, he 
had not forsaken. 
He spoke with consider­ 
able emotion. 
Gladstone, replying to a question, said it 
had been intimated to him that the “ No 
Rent” manifesto would be withdrawn. 
Dillon, O’Kelly and Sexton stated that 
such an intimation was without their author­ 
ity. 
Gladstone then stated th at the intimation 
came from Parnell, and as that gentleman 
was then absent he (Gladstone) declined to 
make any further stateme t. 
Sir Henry Drummond Wolff quoted Glad­ 
stone’s declarations that the Land Leaguers 
had caused outrage, rapiae and murder, and 
ridiculed the Government for releasing the 
Izeaguers, as if they were innocent. 
The 
Land League, he declared, had beaten the 
Government, and Gladstone had recognized 
Parnell as the ruler of Ireland. 
Sir Stafford Northcote thought the present 
aspect of affairs looked like a trium ph for 
the agitators. 
Greely asserted that the appointment of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish, as Chief Secre­ 
tary for Ireland, is an endeavor to conciliate 
the W hig members of the Cabinet. 
Gladstone warmly praLed Forster for not 
compromising the L iteral party, and de­ 
clared th at there was no arrangement or bar­ 
gain with the Leaguers, but th at the Govern­ 
ment had availed themselves of the informa­ 
tion tendered by men in position to offer 
it. 
I t was intended at an early moment to 
legislate on the arrears of ient. 
Parnell denied the question of the release 
of himself and others was due to any condi­ 
tion as to their future condition, though he 
said be had stated verbally and in writing 
th at be believed the settlem ent of arrears 
wonld have an enormous effect in restoring 
law and order, and that if such a settlem ent 
should be made he would be able to take sueh 
steps as would have a material effect in dimii> 
ishing the number of outrages. 
Dillon said he had not, directly or indi­ 
rectly, any communication with the Govern­ 
ment. 
O’Kelly denied having agreed to any con­ 
ditions, which denial Gladstone confirmed. 
Sir 
Stafford 
Northcote 
complimented 
Forster on his dignified explanation, and 
pressed the Government to declare a definite 
course of its policy. 
H e subsequently moved 
an adjournm ent of the House. 
Sir W illiam H arcourt defended the Gov­ 
ernment. 
H e believed the release of the sus­ 
pects would have a good effect. 
A fter speeches from 
O’Connor, Power, 
Mitchell, H tnry O’Donnell and others, Gib­ 
son, Conservative member for Dublin U ni­ 
versity and formerly Attorney-General for 
Ireland, made a long speech against the Gov­ 
ernment. 
H e maintained that the agitation 
in Ireland was m ainly supported by the 
American press and American gold; that 
without American aid it would be a very 
small affair indeed. 
The M arquis of Hartington rebuked the 
Tories for not suppressing Forster while he 
was in office. 
He declared the information 
on which the suspects were released was fur­ 
nished 
by 
E arl 
Cowper 
and 
Forster 
[cheers], ai cording to which the conduct of 
Parnell and others was found not to be hos­ 
tile to the administration of law and order, 
bnt would tend in a contrary direction. 
The 
Government was, therefore, not justified in 
retaining the Leaguers in prison a single 
day. 
Sir Stafford Northcote withdrew the mo­ 
tion which he had made for adjournment. 
Parnell first entered the House while Fors­ 
ter was making his statem ent, and was 
loudly cheered. 
The Prince of Wales and the Crown Prince 
of Denmark were in the House while Forster 
was making his statement.

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THE HURTADO MURDER TRIAL—FOURTH 
DAT. 


A t opening of the Court at 9 o’clock the 
Court room was, as usual, crowded with spec­ 
tators. 
For the first tim e during the trial the three 
children of deceased (Estuardo) were seated 
in the Court-room—two bright little girls and 
one little boy. 
Mrs. Guadalupe M auretich recalled—Saw 
Mrs. Hurtado go away from our rooms, at.d 
she said she was going to the doctor’s. 
The 
doctor was on Fifth and J . 
I thought it 
strange she went towards Third street. 
Minnie Ricardo testified—Live on Second 
andO streets. Known defendant three or four 
years. 
Know Estuardo. H ad conversation 
with Hurtado. 
Told Hurtado that Estuardo 
said he would fix Hurtado ; that he had got 


off from a good many, but wouldn’t this 
time. 
H urtado said he was all right. 
Cross-examination—Have lived with three 
men ; had a child by o ne; am now living 
with Amado Cardosa. 
My house is not a 
bad one. 
Amado Cardosa—I volunteered to go and 
see Estuardo. 
This wa« two or three weeks 
before the shooting. 
Estuardo told me he 
was not afraid. 
Told Joe Hurtado that 
Estuardo had made threats against him. 
Fred. Eissenminger—Know Estuardo and 
Hurtado. 
Saw a remarkable change in Joe 
after his wife went away, llis manner was 
changed. 
Narcessa Hurtado—I am mother of Joe 
Hurtado. 
Joe was born in 1352 at Sutter 
Creek, Amador c >unty. 
There was insanity 
in my family. 
My grandfather was insane. 
He would close himself up in a room ; would 
not talk to any one, and would stray away 
in the country for three or four days at a 
tim e ; we had to keep a watch over him. 
Don’t remember whether he was in an insane 
asylum. 
He would break up things and as­ 
sault 
those 
who 
were 
taking care of 
him. 
W hile I was carrying Joe, before 
he was born, I was thrown from a horse. 
I t was three cr four mouths of ter conception. 
M y injuries were severe. 
I was greatly 
frightened. 
When Joe was a baby two or 
three months old, while coming from Penieta 
to Sutter Creek I had him in my arms, and 
was on horseback and was thrown. 
I held 
him in my arms, 
I pressed Joe to my breast 
and at the same time against the pommel of 
the saddle. 
I could not place where he was 
hurt, but it was a continued crying. 
I had 
nine children. 
Joe is the oldest. 
He was 
also a foolish boy, and in all kinds of m is­ 
chief. 
He was a 
child of great affec­ 
tion. 
A t 
times 
when 
he 
was 
right 
he would treat the rest of the children 
well, but other times would fight and quarrel 
with them. 
From the treatm ent of one of 
his sisters—he pulling the hair of her head— 
I thought him wroDg in bis mind. H e would 
go where other children would not go, and at 
one time fell off a high fence and cut his 
forehead ; he now has the mark. 
When he 
had his spells he had to quarrel and fight 
Motive or no motive, he would fight any 
way—even if I whipped him. 
W hen the 
first sister was in my arms dying, Joe threw 
himself oat of the window, became senseless, 
and for some time after complained of head­ 
ache. 
A t the death of his other sister he 
did take hold of the body and tried to pick 
it up : went into the next room and cried. 
Don’t remember how old Joe was at that 
time. 
Joe’s father was an exceedingly af­ 
fectionate and jealous man ; too much so. A t 
the time of the homicide I was living in La 
Paz, Mexico ; had lived there n year and a 
few months. 
Form erly lived in Sacramento. 
Lived here after Joe was married. 
Saw them 
together frequently. 
He was an amiable 
and affectionate husband ; so much so that I 
felt he thought more of her than me. 
Cross-examination—My grandfather died 
while I was in Lower California ; he died be­ 
fore I came to Sutter Creek to live. 
I was a 
woman and married before I went there ; was 
married at San Andreas. 
1 am now 49 years 
old. 
I lived in San Francisco before I went 
to Sutter Creek. 
I lived in San Antonio 
when my grandfather died. 
Cannot remem­ 
ber the dates of the death of my two daugh­ 
ters, nor the dates of their birtb. 
A. W. Morrison—Knew 
Joe 
H urtado 
about 11 years. 
He was a runner, and kept a 
boat line from here to Davisville. 
W as not 
acquainted with his wife until after this m at­ 
ter occurred—the bother between him and his 
wife, I mean. 
The first time I beard of the 
trouble—I could not tell the date—Joe came 
to my room abont 6 o’clock in the morning ; 
he was excited ; had been crying. 
H e saio, 
441 am in trouble ; I found my wife has been 
untrue to me.” He then told me the party 
was Estuardo. 
I told him to keep cool. 
He said he did not 
want 
any more 
trouble. 
H e remarked that he would see 
Estuardo and let him know that he knew of 
the act. 
I took Joe’s pistol «and told him I 
would give it back. 
He told me she had 
written letters to Estuardo. 
Estuardo had 
w ritten Joe’* wife that he would commit 
suicide. 
He explained how kind he had been 
to Estuardo. 
After he had this conversation 
he went away and came back about 7 o’clock 
in the evening, aud said that he had found 
out all about the letter and his wife’s admis­ 
sion. 
He brought a large package of letters, 
and I gave a room to examine the letters. 
H e said he did not find the letters he wanted, 
and returned them. 
A t all these times he 
felt very badly and told me how much he 
thought of his wife and child, and told me he 
would sell out his furniture and send his wife 
away to her people. 
I advised Joe to keep 
out of trouble and that all would come out 
all right, and th at he and his wife should 
get 
together 
again. 
H e 
said 
he 
was 
going to tell 
Estuardo to 
keep out of 
hi* 
way 
or 
to 
leave 
the 
city. 
The 
next conversation was after he had seen 
Estuardo. 
He said that he had talked to 
him. 
Joe said he gave Estuardo some letters 
to read. 
Estuardo said : 44 Joe, I have done 
you a great wrong. 
I am the meat and you 
are the knife—do with me as you please.” 
Estuardo, Joe said, was never to look at 
either Joe or his wife, and Estuardo was to 
leave the city. 
Joe afterwards told me he 
had sold out his furniture for a small sum. 
He said he told his wife that if she would be 
true and faithful they might be happy y e t; 
that she and J oe were to correspond after she 
left. 
A t all these times I could see that Joe 
felt down-hearted, and had been in that con­ 
dition ever since the m atter occurred. 
Joe 
also went away two or three d ay s; he said 
he went to see his wife. 
Prior to this time 
Joe’s disposition was jovial and inclined to 
have and make fun. 
I t was a matter of com­ 
mon note and conversation that he was not 
as lively and ambitious as prior. 
I saw some 
letters where my name was mentioned. 
I 
caught him often cryiog while reading those 
letters. 
Cross-examination—I am very friendly with 
defendant. 
Have visited him. 
Haye con­ 
tributed money towards his defense. 
Can­ 
not tell the dates ; think they were in Decem­ 
ber of last year ; it was before Christmas, I 
think. 
Joe often went to the club-rooms at 
the W estern Hotel. 
I t was nothing unusual 
for him to go to the club-room. 
I did not see 
Joe after he made the first assault on Estuardo 
with a pistol at the Bank Exchange. 
Con. Ru-sel—I wap at the Bank Exchange 
when Hurtado struck Estuardo with the 
pistol, aud pointed the pistol at him. 
E stu­ 
ardo st icd bahind H aniy D ir*9 and D r . told 
H urtado not to shoot. 
Estuardo was read­ 
ing the Evening Bee when H urtado came in. 
Had 
a 
convsi sa’ion 
with 
Estuardo. 
He asked me if 
I had 
seen 
Hurtado 
hit him, aDd said he wanted me for a witness. 
He asked me if I had a pistol. 
I saw H ur­ 
tado in the Police Court and came out with 
him on the morning of the shooting. 
Cross-examination—When I told Hurtado 
what Estuardo said, he said he was much 
obliged to me, and told me not to say anything 
to anyone else. 
W e drank together. 
I did 
not see anything out of the way with H ur­ 
tado ; he seemed all right. 
Smith treated 
once and H urtado treated once. 
I remember 
hearing a conversation with Grove Johnson 
and Joe Orn yepterday in the Court-room. 
Remember what I told them. 
I saw H ur­ 
tado the day he killed Estuardo. 
D an Pinio, 
Bragg and myself were with him. 
I told 
H urtado just what Estuardo told me. 
Marie Antonio Armijo— Am sister-in-law 
to Hurtado. 
Prior to Mrs. Hurtado leaving, 
I lived with Hurtado. 
I knew Estuardo in 
his lifetime. 
He was in the habit of coining 
to our house day 
after day—sometimes 
three times a day, almost daily. 
I knew of 
no trouble between H urtado and Estuardo 
prior to the homicide. 
I was present at a 
conversation between H urtado and his wife. 
This was the latter part of November last 
One morning H urtado went out before break­ 
fast. 
He sat down to breakfast and did not 
eat, and commenced crying, and said^441 have 
lost her forever.” W hen I asked him to tell 
what the m atter was, he said 44 Ask Susie.” 
I asked Susie, and she did not answer. 
I 
then turned to Joe. 
He then said that she 
had been false to him. 
I asked with whom. 
He said Estuardo. 
I turned towards Surie 
and a?ked if it was so. 
She answered, and 
paid it was. 
On hearing her reply Joe, cry­ 
ing. came near fainting. 
I took a wet towel 
and bathed his face and head. 
H e continu­ 
ing crying. Sarie came up to him, threw her­ 
self upon her knees, saying she would never 


offend him in the same manner again. 
After 
a while he got up and went out, and shortly 
returned, still crying, and he and his wife 
went into a room together, he still crying. 
I 
slept in a room in the upper story of the 
house. H urtado and his wife slept in another 
room on the same flx r. 
I heard Joe get up. 
beard his footsteps walking moet all night. 
I 
did not go in to see what was the m atter. 
I 
heard him walking and crying. 
He came 
home afterwards and sat down to the table 
and spoke to me, and said : 441 have a le tte r; 
It is from Spanish Jo .” 
He said 44 E stu­ 
ardo told me he wants to m arry you.” 
I 
told Joe to tell Estuardo that he had better 
m arry one of bis own kind. 
Joe and his 
wife went out that night. 
I saw them when 
they got back. I noticed that he was excited. 
The next morning after I found out the 
truth, 
I 
slapped 
Susie 
in 
the face 
and 
told 
her 
that 
she 
had 
dis­ 
graced her husband, her child and myself. 
The next day Joe was continually going out 
and coming in the hou«e crying all the time, 
at intervals of half an hour and an hour. He 
did not have any breakfast that morning 
after the news. 
He went out before break­ 
fast. 
We remained in the city eight or nine 
days after this conversation. 
Joe was in 
Sacramento city at this time. 
I saw him 
daily. 
He looked down-hearted, crying con­ 
tinually. 
I thought he was not in his right 
mind. 
He has one child 2 years and five 
months old. 
He prior to that time looked 
upon his wife acd child as though there was 
nothing dearer te him. 
He had been work­ 
ing on the steamboat. 
He had been also 
running a boat from W ashington to Davis­ 
ville during the winter. 
W hen he was work­ 
ing on the boat up the river he would be ab­ 
sent from the house a great many days at a 
time. 
These w tre all the conversations I 
had with Hurtado. 
I saw Hurtado, after 
we went away, at M ountain View, Santa 
Clara county, where we were at my brother’s 
house in January last. 
I don’t know any 
object for his 
coming unless to see his 
wife. Hi» manner was down-hearted. He had 
never been there before. 
I noticed that he 
was filled up with sorrow; that as he knew 
only me he could not communicate with 
them as he wished. 
Right after sopper we 
asked him to go with us to visit, but he did 
not have courage or strength to go. 
He 
asked where he should sleep, and he went to 
bed. 
He was crying when he went to bed. 
The next day we asked him to go to the house 
to get acquainted with my Bister. 
He was 
still downhearted, and while a lunch was 
prepared he at once jumped iu a passing train 
and departed. 
He stated when he came that 
be was going to remain two or three days. 
H is sadden leaving was unexpected on our 
part. 
H e left his baggage at my brothers 
house. 
M y sister, Mrs. Hurtado, lived be­ 
fore her marriage at M ountain View, at the 
house of my brother. 
William Land, proprietor W estern Hotel 
—Have known H urtado ten years ; knew 
when his wife went away ; saw Joe after and 
about that time. 
He was at my hotel most 
of the time. 
I did not notice anything par­ 
ticular until about ten days before the killiog. 
He Reemed down-hearted, and I said he 
should be the happiest man in the world, as 
he bad a nice wife and baby. 
H e said if I 
knew w hat his trouble was, 1 would be sad, 
too. 
George Eisinmenger—Have 
known Joe 
Hurtado since boyhood ; am a hotel runner 
for the W estern Hotel. 
Knew Estuardo. 
Never had aDy conversation about Estuardo 
except after the arrest of H artado for the 
shootinor. 
The m rroiug of the shooting I 
asked Hurtado to take a drink. 
We went 
into the Court-houie. After Court adj mrned \ 
I came down stairs, and just then heard th e 1 
first shot fired. Did not know of any trouble 
between Joe and Estuardo. 
Saw that Joe 
was down-hearted after a certain tim e; he 
would not have any foolishness with me, as 
was his usual custom. 
Jerry Payne—Have known Hurtado about 
a year and a half. 
H ad a conversation 
with hitn about two mouths before the homi­ 
cide ; it was the evening he sent his wife off. 
He seemed to be down-hearted and grieved, 
and tears came to his eyes.

He refused to give it to him. 
Subsequently he returned and offered $1 for 
it. 
W itness refused, and soon after met and 
told Mrs. H. of the application, and she told 
witness not to let him have the picture under 
auv circumstances. 
W . B. Ferral testified to having talked with 
Estuardo and Hurtado concerning the action 
in the Police Court. 
The former refused to 
compromise, and witness informed H urtado 
of that fact. 
Counsel for defendant offered certain letters 
in evidence, purporting to have been written 
by defendant’s wife to E»tuardo. 
The Court directed that an interpreter 
transcribe them. 
Counsel for defendant called Mrs. H ur­ 
tado, wife of defendant, but she did not an­ 
swer, and a half hour’s recess was taken in 
order to send for her and bring hei tc the 
Court-room. 
She entered with her child in 
her arms and her face heavily vailed, and 
was sworn. 
W itness said she was the wife ©f defend­ 
ant. 
Prior to marriage she lived with her 
sic ter, Mrs. Morales. 
Knew Estuardo, the 
deceased. 
Mr. Johnson here expressed the opinion 
that witness should unvail her face. 
She said she had a conversation in Novem­ 
ber last with defendant about deceased.

told him how I 
” 
Prosecution objected as not responsive to 
a question. 
“ Thanksgiving evening my husband came 
home and said he had heard something about 
Estuardo and myself. 
I asked him w hat it 
was, and not to speak before my sister. 
He 
asked me to come out for a walk, and when 
we were out he asked me to confess 
” 
Prosecution objected to declarations made. 
The Coart said the plea of insanity was 
made, and under that the testimony was ad­ 
missible. 
Prosecution objected that the statement 
was privileged as between husband and wife, 
and was manufactured testimony.

on Friday morniDg at 10 o’clock the milk 
shall be skimmed and the cream churned ; 
the butter shall be well worked and weighed ; 
the milk shall be likewise tested by a lacto­ 
meter ; upon this data three judges, one of 
whom shall be the one above assigned to 
duty, shall decide upon the merits of the cows 
exhibited.

H otes of Some Recent W orks—C urrent 
L iterature. 
Tnn N atiohil School kor Piahokoitr. By W. P. 
Sudds Including complete instructions in har­ 
mony and thorough-base, and a dictionary of 
music ar d musicians. W. K. Shaw, music pub­ 
lisher, Philadelphfa. 1 rol., large quarto. 
25. 
Apparently this book is all that is claimed 
lor it, i. e , that it is designed, not only for 
those who desira to become professional pian* 
tsts, but also for those who aim to become 
accomplished amateurs, while for those who 
are compelled to become self-taught players, 
it will be found a valuable aid. It claims to 
teach the first principles of music, partly by 
means of musical writing lessons, to be filled 
ont by the pupil, affording a clear and easy 
way of overcoming first difficulties. The ex­ 
ercises are carefully graded, introducing the 
pupil to but one new feature at a time, while 
in each case the necessary explanations, 
which are usually left for the teacher to give 
orally, are, as far as possible, written in de­ 
tail. 
The art of fingering, touch, acoent, 
etc.. is fullv treated, and it contains full in- 
•tructions in harmoDy and thorough*base, 
and it instructs the student in the principles 
of vocal accompaniment, including playing 
tr«m a vocal score, thereby preparing him to 
be an efficient church organist, when neces­ 
sary ; this, too, is peculiar to this work.

This is a small, but a very practical book, 
in which the author suggests several ways in 
which women, who must rely upon their own 
exertions, can find employment. She con­ 
siders the boarding-house question ; the house­ 
keeper's opportunities; what may be done 
with the needle; what may be done in the 
way of teaching; what field literature offers 
t<> women ; how art industries may be availed 
of to a profit; what she may do in the line 
of house-decoration ; of shopping on commis­ 
sion ; in gardening ; in flower propagation ; 
in the raising of poultry and bees, etc. In 
some of these matters she is lacking in clear­ 
ness as to the method the woman should adopt 
to get into these industries, who has no means 
and few influential friends. That is the very 
class of all others that needs the kindly aid of 
such as the author of this little volume. For 
those who have some capital, and who can 
afford to wait, the book will be a suggestive 
helper, but the poverty-stricken will find in 
it only a few thoughts that will be of imme­ 
diate use to them. The best part of the 
work—and in that respect it is a most excel­ 
lent one—is that devoted to the tconomies 
the housewife may practice.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 
Tux S stru t or AnKKKAiiLENt-ss.—The 
very essence of good manners is self-pos­ 
session, and self-poaaeasion is another name 
for eelf-forgetfulness. That U to say, one 
must be so innatelj sure of not offending 
against the recognized laws of society that 
one needs not even to recall them, and 
thus is able to give that quick and sym­ 
pathetic attention to what is parsing which 
makes the difference between an agreeable 
man or wom:n and one who is not so. The 
late Dr. George Ripley was wont to say 
that the secret of being agreeable in con­ 
versation was to be hospitable to the 
ideas of others. He affirmed that some 
people only half listened to you, be­ 
cause they were considering, even while 
you spoke, with what fine words, what 
wealth of wit they should reply, and they 
began to speak almost before yonr sentence 
had died from your lips. Those people, be 
said, might be brilliant, witty, dazzling, 
but never could they be agreeable. You 
do not love to talk to them. You feel that 
they are impatient for their turn to come, 
and that they have no hospitality toward 
your thoughts—none of that gentle friend­ 
liness which asks your idea in and makes 
much of it. This want of hospitality to 
other people’s ideas has often its root in 
egotism, but it it equally apt to be 
the growth of a Becret want of self- 
confidence—a fear that one will not 
lie ready to take one's own part w ell; 
an uneasy self-ci n icionsness whiah makes 
real, 
sympathetic attention 
to the 
ideas of others impossible. The secret of 
the agreeablesness of the people who have 
passed their lives in good society is that 
they are so sure of their own ground they 
have no need to occupy themselves with 
what they themselves say or do. Their 
breeding is like the perfume of a flower—it 
surrounds them like an atmosphere and 
distinguishes them from wayBide weeds 
without an effort. 
But how shall one at­ 
tain it who was not to the manner born ? 
First and above all, I think, by knowing 
exactly what the codes of society are ; 
then, sure of not offending in trifles, they 
will have time to acquire the happy atmos­ 
phere of the society they frequent. Being 
neighbor to the rose, they will not long re­ 
main without some breadth of her fra­ 
grance.—[Our Continent. 
Frtit Cake —One pound powdered 
white sugar, three-quarters pound butter, 
one pound sifted flour, twelve eggs, whites 
and yolks beaten separately ; two pounds 
raisins, stoned, and part of them chopped ; 
two of currants, carefully cleaned ; half a 
pound citron, cut in strips ; quarter ounce 
each of cinnamon, nutmeg and cloves, 
mixed ; two wine glasses milk ; rub butter 
and sugar together, add yolks of eggs, part 
of the flour, the spice and whites of eggs 
well beaten ; then add the remainder of 
the flour and the milk ; mix all thoroughly 
together, cover the bottom and sides of a 
four quart milk-pan with buttered white 
paper, put in a layer of the mixture, then 
a layer of the fruit, having first dredged it 
with flour, until the pan is filled np three 
or fonr inches, and bake four hours. Sev­ 
eral layers of thick paper under the but­ 
tered paper on the bottom of the pan will 
insure the cake from burning on the bot­ 
tom. A thick paper cover should cover 
the top of the cake during its last hoar in 
the oven. 
E xcellent Oranur J elly. — For a 
small dish of jelly take a little more than 
half a package of Cox’s gelatine and dis­ 
solve it in a half cup of water, letting it 
stand for an honr ; then add the jnice of 
five sour oranges and a little less than one 
pound of white sugar ; after mixing these 
together pour on the whole a half pint of 
boiliDg water. The mixture is not to go 
near the fire at all. Put it into yonr mold 
and set it iu a cold place. When ready to 
serve dip the mold for an instant in hot 
water, and then torn out the jelly. Double 
the quantity for a large dish. The cook 
who has no "judgm ent” in regard to 
quantities will never be a good cook. For 
the tolerable ones it may be added that 
“ a little less than a pound of sugar” may 
be attained by weighing a pound, and then 
taking out about three level tablespoon­ 
fuls. “ A little more than half a package” 
of gelatiue means half a package and about 
a level tablespoonful added. 
Preserving Eggs.—A writer in the 
English Mechanic says: “ In the year 
1871 2 I preserved eggs so perfectly that, 
after a lapse of six months, they were mis­ 
taken when brought to the table for fresh- 
laid eggs, and I believe they would have 
kept equally good for twelve months. My 
mode of preservation was to varnish the 
eggs as soon after they were laid as possi­ 
ble, taking care that the whole of the shell 
was covered with varnish. I subsequently 
found that by painting the eggs with fresh 
albumen beaten up with a little salt, they 
were preserved equally well and for as long 
a period. After varnishing or painting 
with albumeD, I lay the eggs upon a rough 
blotting paper, as I found that, when al­ 
lowed to rest till dry upon a plate or on the 
table the albumen stuck so fast to the table 
or plate as to take away a chip out of tbe 
Bhell. This is entirely obviated by the 
use-of the blotting-paper. I pack the eggs 
in boxes of dry bran. " 
Stewed 
Sweetbreads. — Soak two 
sweetbreads in cold water for one hour ; 
change the water twice ; put them in boil­ 
ing water ten minutes till they are firm, 
then take them out and place them in 
cold water until wanted. Place them in a 
stew-pan ; cover them with stock, and sim­ 
mer nearly an hour ; take them out, place 
them on a hot dish, remove the gravy from 
the tire a minnte, and add to it gradually 
the yolk of au egg and four table-spoonfuls 
of cream ; put thiB over a fire till the sauce 
thickens, but do not let it boil. Before 
serving add the juice of a lemon, ponr the 
same round the sweetbreads and send to 
the table with a dish of green peas. 
Stallopeii Oysters —Crash and roll 
several handfuls of soda crackers ; put a 
layer in the bottom of a buttered pudding 
dish ; wet this with a mixture of the oys­ 
ter liquor; next a layer of oysters, 
sprinkled with salt, pepper and small bits 
of butter ; then another layer of tbe moist­ 
ened crumbs, then a layer of oysters and 
spice, and so on until the dish is is full. 
Let the top layer be crumbs. Stick bits 
of butter thickly over it, and for a two- 
quart dish full pour over a couple of 
glasses of wine; hake half an hour and 
serve hot. 
Zephyr Cakes —Excellent tea cakes. 
Wash the salt out of nearly a quarter of a 
pound of butter; add to it a quarter of a 
pound of powdered sugar aud three well- 
bia eneggs, a teaspoonful of rose water, 
and sifted flour enough to make a thin bat­ 
ter ; stir till the batter is perfectly Bmooth 
and so light that it will break wheo it falls 
against the sides of the mixing bowl; fill 
well-buttered mulfin moulds (small) nearly 
half full with the mixture, and bake in a 
quick oven ; serve hot with newly-made 
butter. 
W ine Sauce.—Boil the thin rind of half 
a lemon in one wineglassful of water till 
the flavor is extracted ; then take it out 
aud thicken the sauce by stirring into it 
one saltBpoonful of rice flour, or arrowroot 
which has been mixed in water or milk, a 
tablespoonful of butter; boil a moment, 
then add half a tumblerful of good wine ; 
let the sauce get quite hot without boiling, 
sweeten to taste, and serve with boiled 
pudding. 
W hipped Copfee Cream.—Sweeten one 
quart of rich cream rather liberally roast 
one ounce of coffee beans ; when they are 
lightly browned throw them into the cream 
at once and let the dish stand one honr be­ 
fore using ; strain and whip the cream to a 
firm froth. A teaspoonful of powdered 
gum arabic dissolved in a little orange- 
flower water may be added to give the 
cream more firmness, if desired. 
Bachelor's P udding.—Beat up three 
eggs, flavor with essence of lemon and 
grated nutmeg, and add them to four 
ounces each of finely-minced apples, cur­ 
rants, gTated bread-crumbs, and two ounces 
of sugar; mix thoroughly and boil in a 
buttered mold nearly three hours. Serve 
with wine sauce. 
Rice Fkittees.—Boil three tablespoon­ 
fuls of rice until it has fully swelled, then 
drain it quite dry, and mix with it feur 


well-beaten eggs, a quarter of a pound of 
currants and a little grated lemon peel; 
nutmeg and sugar to tasto. Stir in as 
much fleur as will thicken it and fry in hot 
lard. 
Baked Eggs.—Batter a sauoepan, break 
in as many eggs as are needed, each sepa­ 
rately into a saucer, then slip into a dish if 
found good, and take care to put in no 
broken yolk. 
Don’t put in so close as to 
crowd one another. A bit of butter on 
esch, pepper and salt to taste. Set io a 
well-heated oven, and bake till the whites 
set. Serve on toast, or alone, to suit. 
Coffee Test.—Coffee may easily be 
tested by placing a spoonful on a glass of 
water gently. If it is pure it will not 
sink for some moments, and will scarcely 
color the water ; if it has chicory in it, it 
will sink to the bottom at once, and will 
rapidly absorb the water, and as it sinks 
will give a dark reddish tinge to the water. 
Boiling V egetarles.—In boiling beef 
and vegetablte, put a teacup of vinegar 
into the pot when the water is cold and the 
beef will be much tenderer, and cabbage 
and beets better flavored, and they will 
not fill the house with any unpleasant 
smell. Tbe vinegar will not affect the 
taste of the food. 
Potato Soup.—Boil eight or ten pota­ 
toes and one onion till tender; strain 
through a sieve into water in which they 
were boiled. Salt and pepper to taste. 
Add a teaspoonfnl of butter and a quart of 
sweet milk. Boil all together a few min­ 
utes and serve hot. 
M in t S auce.—Two tablespoonfnls of 
green mini, cnt fine, three of sugar, half 
cup of vinegar, two tablespoonfuls of 
water.

W e last week described the method of 
trappiug the Urv® of the cudliug moth on the 
bodies or sterns of trees by the u*e of stripe 
or bands of paper or cloth tied about the 
stems. 
This is but oue of the many means 
that have been found of advantage in flghticg 
these little apple and p eir pests. 
W e now 
call attention to another process by which 
the moths may he prevented from laying 
their eggs in the sm all fruit and by which 
every part of the tree may be rendered 
obnoxious to 
the moth, and thus much 
of 
the 
fruit 
may 
be saved 
perfectly. 
Perhaps the washing here described should, in 
point of time, precede the setting of traps ex 
plained last week, because the worms cannot 
be trapped until they have been hatched fr ru 
newly-laid eggs laid by the moths on the 
sm all fruit, and unt:i they have eat*»n tbrir 
way into such fruit and grown to full nze, 
and then when they emerge fr 


th e o rch ard . 
Sm all, op en -m o u th ed bottles 
are filled partly full of sweetened water and 
h mg about in the fruit trees. 
The moths 
s;ent the ►weet and seek it at once. 
Once 
i iside the bottle, and with a good meal of the 
d luted syrup, they very seldom get out, but 
Hatter around the glass wall till finally they 
fall into the liquid, where they end their days, 
aid with the extinction cf each female moth 
i i this way hundreds of apples or pears are 
sav d from destruction by as many worms. 


Fires In the Grchards. 
The codling moth is a night-flyer. 
They 
are not infrequently seen flitting and diving 
at the burniLg lamp or candle in the evening. 
Taking advantage of the hint afforded by 
this f*«t, orchardlsts have frequently built 
fires in tbeir orchards at night during the 
season when the moths are hatching and 
Hying. 
Attracted by the glare of the blaz?, 
the in >l hs are said to leave the trees and sac­ 
rifice themselves by thousands in the de­ 
structive Himes. 
Those who have material 
handy will do well to light up their orchards 
b y night for a week or ten days to come, or 
•a-nene ver they fiad the codling moth to be 
Hying. 
If it is worth while to plant trees 
and cultivate» them for years to secure an 
orchard, then it is w.*rth while also to adopt 
all m ean s k n o w n to save that fruit from de­ 
struction b y insect ptsts.

NOTES. 


T oe habit of some 
m inisters to seek 
th- fcuit ! calls, and the decreased attachm ent which 
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and seek a placa to make a co<* on they are 
trapped in the bund* around the trees. 
The 
washing and spriukling of the trees i« to pre­ 
vent the moths from laying their egg* in the 
fruit. 
The material to be used must be of a 
nature kuown to be distasteful <t obnoxious 
to the moths. 
A ny wash that by experience 
has been proven to keep the moths at a dis­ 
tance, and that is not injurious to the tree, 
w ill answer the parpes?. 
Of course a wash 
that experience has proven to be beneficial to 
the tree and at the same time will keep the 
moths away from the fruit, if such c m be 
found, will be preferable to one that will only 
koep the moths off and is of no benefit to the 
tree as a fertilizer. It is believed that a wa»h 
that will answer bath purposes has been dis­ 
covered. 
This w*ah is 
a 
strong 
soap 
sud made of whale-oil soap, sulphur and 
water. 
To this wash has been given the 
name of codling moth wash, ou aco unt of its 
superior excellence in cleaning out the moths 
and in fertilizing the tree. 
The whaie-oi) 
soap and sulphur can be ob ained at most of 
the drug stores. 
W ith a pound of the soap 
and sulphur mix one gallon of water, and stir 
well together till you h »ve a thick lively ¿uds. 
Then, having scraped the stem of the tree, as 
described last week, 
with an instrument 
something like a vessel or deck scraper, ap­ 
ply they suds to the stem of the tree with a 
white-wa-h brush, and with a syringe or 
sm all force pump spray the suds over the en­ 
tire foliage of the tr¿e. 
W hea a person has 
an orchard of any considerable size, it will 
pay to rig up a complete outfit for perform­ 
ing this work. 
For a few trees, a common 
wash-tub, or tven a bucket filled with the 
sflrls, and carried from tree to tree, and a 
good syringe to spray the tree with, will an­ 
swer for the aparatos. 
A good ou’.tit f>»r a large orchard, is a tub 
or tank holding from 30 to oO er 100 gallons 
or more, set upan a cart or wagon. 
In th s 
tub set a good orchard force-pucup with two 
spouts or norz’ea, and a bo3e attached to each 
•pout. H sving ti 1 *d the tank with suds, drivd 
it along between the rows of trees, and whi'e 
one man drives tbe team one may work the 
pump, and another at the hose should direct 
the spray up >n the trees. 
W ith such an ou.- 
fit a large orchard cm be fully sprayed in a 
single day. 
Those who have never sprayed 
trees or shrubbery with this wash will be sur­ 
prised at the invigorating influence it will 
have upon them. 
The sulphur adheres to the 
leaves, 
while the lye penetrates the tre? 
through the foliage and pores of tbe bark and 
thus the whole tree is benefited and rendered 
more vigorous and luxuriant. 
The sulphur 
End soap sm ell drives the moths away from 
the tree and fruit, and keeps away other in ­ 
jects—the red spider, the scale iosects and 
others—and also kills ail fungoid growl hs, as 
mildew, both on the foliage and fruit. 
In 
ordinary seasons this scraping of the bark 
and washing and spraying should be done in 
April, but the present season is so late— 
nearly a month iate—that it will accomplish 
the purpose if done by the 15th of May. 
Frq¿^Ü¡ll be ia demand this year, and no 
oneraTuld neglect tne necessary precautions 
to save in a good sound condition all he can. 
I t will not d > to delay longer, for the moths 
w ill soon be flying and depositing their epgs 
on the fruit, and when these eggs have once 
b?en lodged there it will be too l*te to accom- 
plitth much good with the wash, so far as 
driving away the moth pe-ds.

found by observation that if th’.a water be 
sweetened a little these gay little insects 
n e k and sip it much more greedily. 
Icaects 
generally iike sweets of ail kinds. 
Thus the 
act, the common house fly, and indeed most 
a ll kind* of moths are exceedingly fend 
of sweet, more particularly in liquid form. 
I t has been found that the codling moth ia 
no exception to thi* common fondness of in­ 
sects for sw eet things. 
This fondues* for 
fewest drink.* in the codling moth has aug- 
fTttsled a very convenient aud q irte f ifeotual 
vsw apping and destroying them ia 


their Hocks show very frequently in conse­ 
quence, lead The B a p tist Weekly to say 
“ Pastors ought not to encourage calls for
